The nation’s holiday death toll 
mounted steadily today at the be- 
gining of the third day of the long 
Fourth of July weekend. 
Reports from across the nation 
sets i n t j showed 227 deaths directly a ttri­ 
butable 
to 
holiday 
celebrations, 
well below advance forecasts by 
the National Safety Council. 
Most of the violent deaths re- 
I suited from traffic accidents on 
i crowded highways, with drownings 
ranking second. Additional repoits 
boosted the total hourly, but the 
figures still w’ere considerably lowr- 
er than local and national authori­ 
ties had feared for the first post­ 
w ar fourth. 
Auto mishaps accounted for 108 
deaths and drownings. 64. Seven 
persons were killed by fireworks, 
and 48 others died in miscellaneous 
accidents resulting from the ho s­ 
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tile Kingam and Starke-W etzell 
companies, two of Indiana's larg ­ 
est packers. Both companies an­ 
nounced five to 15 cent-per-pound 
increase in beef and pork. 
Indianapolis spokesman for A r­ 
mour and Swift, both members of 
the industry's "big four,” said they 
contem plated sim ilar price boosts 
to make up for governm ent subsid­ 
ies which went out with the OPA.

Danger Signs of Cancer 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN. M D 
CANCER research moves at a 
snail’s pace, this despite the fact 
that hundreds of our best medical 
scientists devote their lives to this 
study. Neither separately nor all 
together have they been able to 
make this dread disease yield the 
secret of its cause. 
Yet, and this is the important, 
the vital thing, if we never learn 
one more fact about cancer than 
we know today, wa still have 
enough knowledge to aave about 
five million people now living who 
will, statistics say, soma day be­ 
come its victims. 
Greater Awareness 
All that is needed is greater 
awareness on the part of the aver­ 
age man and woman. If only they 
would learn the danger signals of 
this disease and seek proper medi­ 
cal treatment at the Aret sign of 
trouble! 
It cannot be said that early can­ 
cer, and early cancer ia the only 
curable cancer, will never hit you 
over the head and bowl you over. 
It is stealthy and alow but very, 
very sure unless treatment is be­ 
gun early. 
So often, fatalities result be­ 
cause people neglect certain symp­ 
toms in the belief that they will 
clear up of themselves or that they 
indicate only some mild disorder. 
For example, constipation whiAi 
develops suddenly may be a sign 
of blocking of the bowel by a can­ 
cer, and yet there are many other 
causes for this condition such aa 
poor habits or wrong diet. 
It is unfortunate that cancer. 


when it nrst starts, does not pr<v 
duce any pain, for persons as a rule 
will seek relief from pain. A sore 
on the skin which does not heal 
in the normal time may be a begin­ 
ning skin cancer. Continued cough­ 
ing may be a sign of beginning 
cancer of the lung. 
Symptoms So Varie* 
Of course, it would be impossible 
to outline all of the symptoms of 
cancer in various parts of the 
body in an article as short as this. 
The symptoms will depend on 
where the cancer is located. One of 
the best means of protection is for 
everyone to have a complete exami­ 
nation at least once and, better, 
twice a year, and such an examina­ 
tion should include inspection of 
all of the various parts of the body, 
with X-rays where they are needed. 
Some hint as to what may prove 
to be a cau>e of cancer was given 
recently when Drs. Robert G. 
Green and John J. Bittner of the 
University of Minnesota discov­ 
ered that breast cancer in mice is 
caused by a filterable virus, that is, 
an organism so small that it can 
pass through the openings In a 
porcelain filter. They also devel­ 
oped a serum which kills these 
mouse cancer cells in test tubes. 
Of course, this does not mean 
that cancers are caused in the 
same way in human beings, but it 
does indicate a line along which 
research may be carried out. Until 
the cause of cancer is determined 
and some specific method of pre­ 
venting and treating it is found, 
must rely on the known means 
of treatment which include early 
operation, radium and X-ray.

IN TODAY’S lesson we begin a 
aeries on Jesus' interpretation of 
the Old Testam ent laws. R ather 
recently we had the story of 
Jehovah giving the laws of the 
Old Testam ent to Moses. 
These 
laws or ten commandments are 
ccuched in denials, "thou shalt 
not." Jeau# believed firmly in keep- 
ing these Jewish law’*, but He in­ 
terpreted their spiritual meaning 
in His teachings. 
"Ye shall walk in, all the way 
which the Lord thy God hath com­ 
manded you, th at ye may live, and 
that it may be well with you, and 
that ye may prolong your days in 
the land ye shall possess. ‘ The ten 
commandments 
are 
really 
the 
moral structure of our life today. 
To love the Lord our God; to love 
our neighbors, which follows nat­ 
urally after love of Gcd. are still 
the greatest commandments. If 
God is the father of us all (even- 
one on earth) we are all bro*hers 
and sisters, and should make no 
distinctions but love them all and 
treat them as such. Can you imag­ 
ing God the F ather making any 
diatincttons 7 
Other Commandments 
Then follow Thou shalt not wor­ 
ship Images; thou shalt not blas­ 
pheme; thou shalt honor thy par­ 
ents; thou shalt not kin or commit 
adultery, nor ateal, nor bear false 
witness against thy neighbor, nor 
covet thy neighbor’# goods and 
possessions. T hat la still the moral 
code, the keeping of which makes 
us good citizens. 
Always as a boy Jesus was 
obedient to the law, and when at 
the age of twelve, His parents 
went to Jerusalem, aa they did an­ 
nually, to observe the feast of the 
Passover, He went with them, as 
He now* became “a aon of the law." 
What happened to Him after the 
Passover, we have also studied re­ 
cently. His visit to the temple, and 
Hi* answer to His parents when 
they came to seek Him 
In regard to Jesus* teaching 
about the law, we read Hi# own 
words: in Matthew; "Think not 
that I came to destroy the law or 
the prophets; I came not to de- 
•troy, but to fulfil.” 
"Whosoever t h e r e f o r e shall 
break one of these least command­ 
ments, and ahall teach men so, 
shall be called the least In the 
klngdcm of heaven: but whoso­ 
ever ahall do and teach them, he 


shall be called great in the king­ 
dom of heaven. * The "least com­ 
mandment#’’ are those which seem 
trivial, but really are not. The con­ 
trol of thoughts and desires which 
we know are not good. Little dis­ 
honesties. "white lies," etc. If we 
practise these "least of command­ 
ments." in time we may come to 
break the great ones. If a preach­ 
er. teacher or parent breaks these 
lesser commandments and teaches 
them to others, he can never be 
called great in the kingdom of 
heaven because he is not great, 
but small in God s eyes, no m at­ 
ter what men think of him. 
A lawyer a?ked Je ?us which was 
the greatest of ail the command­ 
ments of the law-. Jesus answered 
readily, ‘ Thou shalt love the Lord 
thy God with ail thy heart." And 
the second is like unto it, "Thou 
shalt love thy neighbor as thyself. 
On these two commandments hang 
all the law and the prophets." 
The Jews had many law* cover­ 
ing all the circumstances of their 
lives, down to their smallest ac­ 
tions. But to Jesus these two were 
the great ones, those that m at­ 
tered most, lf we love God we 
m ust love our neighbors. If we are 
obedient to God’* will, we will do 
what is right, and how much hap­ 
pier will we be 
The story of the young man 
who came to Christ, and, casting 
himself at His feet, begged to be 
told what to do to inherit eternal 
life, is next in our lesson. He was 
a "ruler" we are told, probably a 
ruler of the synagogue. He was 
wealthy, fine appearing, and had 
always led an exemplary hfe. He 
was a son and citizen to be proud 
of. and je t he was not autisfied. 
He felt he hadn’t done enough, so 
he came to Jesus, and throwing 
himself on his knees he addressed 
Him with reverence. "Good Mas­ 
ter, what shall I do to inherit 
eternal life"? 
"Thou knowest the command­ 
m ents," Jesus told him. and re# 
ceived the reply th at he had kept 
them all hi* life. 
“Jesus beholding him. loved him. 
and said unto him. One thing thou 
lackest; go thy way, sell whatso­ 
ever thou hast and give to the 
poor, and thou shalt have treasure 
in heaven; and come Uke up thy 
cress, and follow Me." 
That was too much for this 
earnest young man. To give up hi# 
wealth, his position In the church 
as an admired citizen, and his 
place in society, he could not tol­ 
erate Jesus and His disciples were 
poor, mostly unlettered men. The 
young man turned aw’ay and re­ 
turned to his normal way of liv­ 
ing. Don t you wonder if he ever 
regretted his action, and felt he 
had missed the Great Chance of 
his life?
